Scotch 
and syphon water, together with to- 
matoes and lettuce, may be kept to- 
:ether in the stove. 


The "ice stove." 
like 
all 
other 


stoves, comes in all sizes 
It is a big 


copper cylinder, which is filled with 
ce and salt. 
These directions ac- 


company each stove: 


"If in a bedroom and th£ tempera- 


ture outside is more than 
106 de- 


grees, put three pair of blankets on 
the bed, chuck 50 pounds of ice in 
the stove, close all windows and re- 
tire. 


"Users of the ice stove are cau- 


tioned to keep overcoats and ear- 
muffs where they can be quickly put 
on. 
Don't store in camphor at the 


bottom of a trunk . No moths can 
live where there is an ice stove. 


"Don't go into the warm open air 


when frostbitten by the use 
of the 


ice stove. Scrape some snow from 
the side of the stove and rub ears or 
extremities vigorously. 


"Use the pick, which is sent free 


with each &tove, to break the ice in 
the water pitchers each morning. A 
hammer or an iron dumb-bell may 
be used in emergencies, but the pick 
is better. 


"Don't put mint and butter in the 
ame compartment in the stove. The 
mint is often stronger than the but- 


3r, and when the latter is spread on 
ot bread the flavor is often 
dis- 


astcful, even to those who like ju- 
ps. 
"AH bottled goods may be kept In

or of license. Which is the stronger 
cannot be tc!d until May 
12. 
One 


thing is certain, that whichever way 
Exeter votes, the town to a certain 
extent will be licensed, but not in 
the way that some people would have 
the citizens believe. 


Exeter has two hotels, but they 


can hold only limited licenses, that 
IK. they can sell only to 
bona-ficle 


registered guests and with a strict 
interpretation of section seven, can- 
not sell to residents, even if they arc 
roomers and boarders. Neither can 
they have bars or bar-rooms 
from 


which to serve liquors. 


The section seems to mean that 


| liquors are to be served at meals or 
in th? guests' rooms and in such a 
manner and such quantities that the 
proprietors are sure that they are 
drank on the premises. 


Regulations in regard to druggists 


are .ncrc stringent than under the 
prohibitory law, as a class 
license 


calls for a physician's prescriptHn or 
a certificate from the buyer stating 
the purpose for which the liquor is to 


IK> lisa']. Theie is no place in town 
which could 
properly 
come under 


the ri.\th class as a railroad restau- 


licensed to sell malt liquors and 


li'-lht wines. 


Therefore, if Exeter should

no Ikense it would bid fair to he as 
il.'y aa it has been for the past five 
years under the strict enforcement 
ot the prohibitory law.

In South Walpole, Mass., one day 


last week, a. twelve-year-old boy on 
bis way to school saw a wire hang- 
ing down, and, boy fashion, 
took 


hold of it as he passed, and fell to 
tbe ground, dead. The broken wire 
was an abandoned telephone wire, 
which had crossed an electric light 
wire. There should be no such thing 
as an abandoned wire allowed. Dis- 
used wires are more dangerous, one 


way, than those in use. Being grad- 
ually weakened by corrosion and the 
wear of the elements, and of course 
never looked after, they are sure to 
break in time, and perhaps, as in the 
case at South Walpole last week, 
with disastrous results. 
There 
is 


nothing of 
the 
ornamental about 


these wires when in use, and when 
they cease to be of use they should 
be removed. That 
it 
would 
cost 


something to take down an abandon- 
ed wire, and that it would be of lit- 
tle if any value after taken down, 
should not be considered. No elec- 
tric light, 
telephone or telegraph 


company, however rich and 
power- 


ful, should be allowed to let 
its 


abandoned wires continue 
hanging 


to the poles, to the danger of the 
.public, because it would cost some- 
thing to remove them. If there is no 
law existing that can compel the re- 
moval of dead wires, one should be 
provided. 


WHAT IT MEANS. 


Whoever in a city or town where- 


in the provisions of this act are not 
in force, shall sell or keep for sale 


liquor contrary to the provi«ions of

a- word in favor of the report 
as 


against' the labor 
bill, 
which 
the 


house passed by a unanimous vote. 


The bill goes immediately to the 


state senate, and although there has 
been considerable talk that this was 
equivalent to sending it to its death, 
som'e members of the house believe 
that the unan^jrous vote of today, 
taken in connection with the simi- 
lar vote of two years ago, will win 
for the -measure the serious atten- 
tion . that is demanded by the state 
federation of labor and its 20,000 fol- 
lowers. 


The bill and the labor committee's 


report- had been made a special or- 
der for eleven o'clock this morning, 
and promptly at that hour Represen- 
tative Lynch began the 
discussion. 


He was followed by Representative 
P. J. Smyth of Berlin, Representa- 
tive Sh'ute of Deny, Representative 
Frederick E. Small 
of 
Rochester, 


Representative Libby of 
Gorham, 


Representative Fox of Marlow 
and" 


Rev. Mr. Phillips of Franklin, all of 
them, speaking lor the wWnen and 
children employed in the textile es- 
tablishments of New Hampshire. At 
12.16 o'clock Mr. Kohler 'of

Manchester moved the previous ques- 
tion. Representative 'Martin 
Sulli- 


van called for a division 
and 
the 


previous question was adopted by a 
rising vote. 


The question then before the house 


was the adoption of the report of the 
labor / committee, that it was "inex- 
pedient to legislate." 


When the "ayes" were called for, 


not even the members of the com- 
mittee on labor stood up to be count- 
ed.

Hugo Bertscb was reared !u the 


Black Forest of Germany, and his only 
schooling as a boy was of the crudest 
preparatory kind. He is a student by 
nature, however, and has added to his 
store of knowledge in his later year* 
by hard reading and faithful study of 
the best that literature affords. 


The title of Mr. Bertsch's book Is 


"Die Geschwister," which, translated,

is "Brother and Sister." It recites the 
events in the life of Tom Pratt, an

He is a graduate of Co- 
lumbia college and was private secre- 
t.iry to his father during his service in 
Grant's cabinet. Besides his long serv- 
ice in the state assembly, be was at 
one time a member of the aqueduct 
commission of New York city. 


Physically Mr. Fish is a superb spec- 


imen of manhood. He is over G feet 2

inches in height, perfectly erect and, 
though he 1ms just reached his fifty- 
fourth birthday, has tbe vigor and 
grace of a young athlete. He is an in- 
timate friend of President Roosevelt, 
with whom ho served in tbe New Yorlt 
legislature. lie visited Mr. Roosevelt 
at Oyster Hay hist summer and was a 
not infrequent guest nt the White 
1 louse during the past winter. 


It is said that Mr. Kish's retirement 


from politics six years ago was due to 
bis disappointment at not receiving tho 
nomination To;- governor of the state, 
which he felt he had fairly earned by 
his long.service in the assembly. Mr. 
l-'isb, besides bis legislative experi- 
ence, has also been trained iu practical 
diplomacy both as the confidential sec- 
retary of bis father nud also as minis- 
ter to Spain.

Perhaps it U not un- 
likely that there will soon be a novnl 
by Mr. Formau illustrated by IJs au- 
thor. 


It has become known that Andrew 


C. Wheeler (Xym Crinkle), who recent- 
ly died on his farm in Rockland coun- 
ty, N. Y-, was the "J. P. M." whose 
striking essays arid books have bad a 
large popularity in these later years. 
For a long • while Mr. Wheeler had 
been out of the bustling field of daily 
journalism. He had given up the work 
of dramatic criticism and wrote in se- 
clusion under his new pseudonym.

Perhaps no man Is more familiar 


with the old days of the border than 
Colonel John S. Crawford, close friend 
of Wild Bill, Buffalo Bill and other fa- 
mous scouts. Colonel Crawford is now 
a wealthy mine owner and railroad 
builder and lives in Grant City, Ore. 
Recently he related some of the dra- 
matic events in his career as a scout: 


One of the bravest and coolest men I 


ever knew was the famous Wild Bill, 
whose name in the family Bible is 
written William Haycock. It is not 
Hickock, as often seen spelled. I knew 
Wild Bill as well as I ever knew any 
one. We were together a great deal. 
He was a powerfully built man, his 
eye was like an eagle's, and he was ab- 
solutely fearless of danger while per- 
forming his duties as United States 
marshal in the days of the Kansas jay- 
hawkers and later In dealing with the 
Indians and bad men on the frontier. 


Wild Bill was daring to an extreme. 


He thought only of his duty, and he 
fulfilled it always. He was honest and 
tender hearted, and I have seen him 
give up his last five dollar bill to aid 
some poor immigrant who was starv- 
ing. By this action he often changed 
places with the sufferers. 


One time Wild Bill and myself were 


riding along the trail from Sidney to 
Deadwood through the buffalo swales. 
It was a terrible country, infested by 
a motley gang of cutthroats and all 
around bad men. We rode on until we 
came to a little dugout where a man 
named Reddy Kelly kept a saloon. It 
wasn't a pretentious place. The roof 
was supported by a post in the middle 
of the room. A simple rough plank 
served as a bar. 


A bucket of water and one demijohn 


of whisky composed the entire stock in 
hand. Kelly himself was a picturesque 
character, a man of brawn. He wore a 
fiery red beard and a sleeveless red 
flannel shirt. We all knew him very 
well, and when Wild Bill and I rode up 
we tied our horses to a small fir tree 
outside and went in to get a drink.
